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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments filed 1 9 December 2006 
have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. The applicant's arguments that "The Hotomi et al. reference, on the other hand, 
does not teach, or even remotely suggest, such formation of ink droplets. Even though the Hotomi et al. reference teaches application of 
alternating voltage to different electrodes in order to form a non-uniform electric field within a printer nozzle, there is no teaching 
whatsoever of specific localized electrostatic control for the purpose of forming and moving ink droplets inside the nozzle. The mere 
disclosure of application of an alternating voltage to electrodes does not amount to disclosing or teaching formation and control of ink 
droplets inside the printer nozzle", is not persuasive. As stated in the final rejection, Hotomi discloses "the inking solution In within each of 
the nozzle 16x is retained in position in the critical condition, as described above, under the influence of the traveling-wave electric field 
curtain cyclically acting thereon so as to transport the inking solution In towards the associated orifice. Therefore, the inking solution In 
retained in the critical condition can readily be expelled outwards from the nozzle through the associated orifice, when even the slightest 
electric charge is injected therein, in the form of the ink droplet In' of a size corresponding to the amount of electric charge so injected" 
(Column 17, lines 10-20). Therefore, Hotomi meets the claimed limitations. In response to applicant's argument that the references fail to 
show certain features of applicant's invention, it is noted that the features upon which applicant relies (i.e., The application of a voltage 
causes the surface property of the hydrophobic layer 130 at a location corresponding to the first and second electrode pads 151 and 152 
to change to a hydrophilic property) are not recited in the rejected claim(s). Although the claims are interpreted in light of the specification, 
limitations from the specification are not read into the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1 181 , 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). 
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
